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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 

single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-4, 11-23, 27, and 28, drawn to a positionally addressable array 
comprising control probes. 

Group II, claim(s) 5-10, 37-39 (in-part) 40, and 42-46, drawn to a method of detecting 
synthesis defect of the positionally addressable array of Group I. 

Group III, claim(s) 24-26, drawn to a method of making the positionally addressable array of 
Group I. 

Group IV, claim(s) 29, drawn to an oligonucleotide of SEQ ID NO: 1 or 2, or its 
complement. 

Group V, claim(s) 30, and 33-36, drawn to a positionally addressable array comprising 
labeled control probes. 

Group VI, claim(s) 31, 32, 37-39 (in-part), and 41, drawn to a method of detecting synthesis 
defect of the positionally addressable array of Group V. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-VI do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

PCT Rule 13.2, which defines the circumstances when the requirement for unity of 
invention is met, discloses that such would be fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship 
among those inventions involving one or more of the same or corresponding special technical features. 
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The same section defines special technical feature as a feature which defines a contribution which of 
each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole makes over the prior art. 

As already made of record in the PCT counterpart of the instant application, Baier (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,245,518, issued June 12, 2001) already disclose a method of arraying control probes on 
to an array, so as to ascertain the quality of microarray synthesis, rendering the special technical 
feature of the instant application obvious and/or anticipated, resulting in the present lack of unity. 

Further Species requirement 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic invention. 
These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as to form a 
single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

A) Quality control probes: 

i) comprising the same predetermined binding sequence; or 

ii) comprising different predetermined binding sequence. 

B) Biopolymer probes: 

i) nucleic acids; or 
i) proteins. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims shall 
be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify the 
claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added . An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims 
to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of 
an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 
13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: the holding of lack of unity is already expressed above. With 
regard to the species requirement held herein, the quality control probes are structurally distinct (i.e, 
having the same sequence or different sequence) as well as the biopolymer probes being structurally 
distinct (proteins vs. nucleic acids). 

A telephone call was not made to request an oral election to the above restriction 
requirement due to the complex nature of the requirement (MPEP § 812.01). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distincdy and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated as 
an election without traverse.
